London, March 21.—9:35 a. m.—An 
appeal to the Russian army has been 
issued by the provisional government, 
according to a Petrograd dispatch to 
Reuters. 
The proclamation, which is 
signed by Premier Lvoff and Minister 
of War Guchkoff, says: 


"The people will be able to carry 
through successfully the re-organiza- 
tion of life at home provided they are 
J well defended against the enemy out- 
' side. 
The government is certain that 
j the army, mindful of this fact, will 
maintain its power, solidarity and dis- 
cipline intact and w^ill do its utmost to 
bring the war to a victorious end."

CABINET UNITED BEHIND PRESIDENT 


PRESIDENT'S PROCLAMATION 


Washing ton, March 21.—President 
Wilson's 
])roclamation calling congress to meet April 2, is as 
follows: 


''Whereas, ])ublic interests require that the con- 
i!,ioss of the United States should be convened in ex- 
tra session at 12 o'clock noon, on the second day of 
A])ril, 1917, to receive a communication concerning 
grave inatten-s of national jiolicy which should be 
taken iniinediately tmder consideration; 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, president 
of the ITnited States of America, do hereby proclaim 
and declare that an extraordinary occasion requires 
tlie congress of the United States to convene in ex- 
tra session at tbe ca])itoI in the city of Washington, 
on the second day of April, 1917, at 12 o'clock noon, 
of which al] f)ersoiis who shal l at that time be entitled 
to act as members thereof, are hereby reqiured to 
take notice. 


"Oivei) under my hand and the seal of the 
United States of America, the 21st day of March, in 
the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred 
and seventeen, and of the independence of the United 
States, the one hundred and forty-iirst."

congress to assemble in extraordinary 
session on April 2 to deal with the 
situation. 
The purpose of the session 
—now called two weeks earlier than 
the date first set—as announced in 
:he president's proclamation, is to re- 
reive a communication from the chief 
executive on "grave questions of na- 
tional policy." 
The president in hi.s 
address to conj^ress will detail how 
Germany has practically been making 
war on the United States by the ruth- 
less destruction of American lives and 
ships on the high seas, in contraven- 
tion of all the laws of nations and hu- 
manity. 


Declaration Is Expected. 


Congress then is expected to pass a 
resolution declaring that a state of 
war has existed between the United 
States and Germany for some time. 


Such a resolution in Itself will not 
be a declaration of war in a technical 
sense, although practically 
it 
will 
amount to the same thing. 


As a consequence the United States 


will take further steps to protect its 
interests on the high seas and else- 
where against the warlike acts of Ger- 
many and whethei- an actual state of 
war will come to exist in its full sense 
will depend on the future acts of the 
imperial government.

Washington, iMarch 21.—With the 
extreme likelihood that congress at 
the extra session called for April 2 
will declare a state of war to be ex- 
isting between the United States and 
Germany, all the resources of this 
country, industrial as well as military, 
are being speedily mobilized to place 
the nation in the fullest state of read- 
ine.ss for any eventuality.

trial resources necessary to stand be- 
hind the fleet. 


Army Plans Incomplete. 


Plans for the army are not so fully 
matured. 
It is believed, however, that 
President Wilson will recognize the 
possibilitj" of .the army's participation 
in war when he addresses congress by 
discussing the need of universal mili- 
tary 
training.

plans for marshaling the full strength 
of the

army, 
the national 
guard and the raising of a volunteer 
army of 500,000 men liave been work- 
ed out in the army war college. 


The volunteer army of 500,000 i.s 
planned as a nucleus of what event- 
ually would be an army of 3.000,000 
and would be assembled in training 
camps.

EMBASSIES ACCLAIM

with acclaim. There is not a diplomat 
In the corps who does not believe that 
it means the entry of the United States 
into

sources and its moral power to the 
side of the entente 
allies, 
in 
what 
they feel is their battle for the pre- 
servation of 
civilisation 
and demo> 
craoy. 


Washington,

21.—With the 
knowledge that the United States is 
practically certain to declare a state 
of war existing many officials believe 
that Germany may T)egin warlike oper- 
ations against the United States in a 
fuller sense. 
Although The 
Hague 
conventions 
of 
1907, to which 
the 
Uhited States and Germany are sig- 
natories, declare that hostilities shall 
not begin without formal notice to the 
belligerents as well as to neutrals, it 
is decognized that The Hague treaties 
have been so openly disregarded dur- 
ing the war in Europe that no compli- 
ance with them may be expected with 
any confidence. 
Before the , Hague 
conventions there were ample prece- 
dents for beginning hostilities without 
formal war declarations. 
In the war 
with Mexico, General Taylor's forces 
were over the Rio Grande and two 
battles 
had 
been fought before a 
formal declaration of war was made, j 
Japan struck Russia before the formal I 


declaration of war had reached th« 
Russian 
capital, 
although 
one 
day 
previously (he Japanese 
ambassador 
bad notified the Russian foreign of- 
fice that Japan re.«erved liberty of ac- 
tion in protecting her interests. 


The preoedent.s of hi.story show that 
the great majority of the world's con- 
flicts have been begun before formal 
declarations of war were made. 
Ac- 
cording to authorities on international 
law a condition of war arises in three' 
days: 
1—A declaration of war. 
2.— 
A proclamation of manifesto declaring, 
a state of war exists. 
3.—-Through 
the commission of hostile acts of force. 


One authority on international law 
ascribing ways in which

ation, says: 


"Force by way of reprisals or dur- 
ing a pacific blockade or during an In-

Cabinet Strong for Action. 


The cabinet which urged the move 
upon the president at yesterday's ses- 
sion is described by its members as 
having been more thoroughly united 
than it lias been on any other ques- 
tion that has come before it. 


The nation now actually comes to 
the point which all the history of cen- 
turies indicated must necessarily fol- 
low the severance of diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany, Fezruary 3. 


Wlien the president on that 
day 
handed to Count von Bernstorff 
his 
passports and notified congress that 
he had severed diplomatic 
relations 
together with the imperial 
German 
government, the 
United 
States was 
placed in a position where all 
the 
precedent of centuries was pressing it 
toward war. 


Only Alterna tlve Improbable. 


All official Washington openly ac- 
knowledged that 
nothing 
less than 
Germany's abandonment of her newly 
announced 
campaign 
of 
submarine 
ruthlessness could prevent it and no 
one here 
supposed 
that 
Germany 
would change her determination. 


All the allied nations openly gave 
indications of their belief that the Uni- 
ted States soon would be involved in 
the war and that possibility was re- 
cognized in Germany before the new 
submarine campaign 
was announced 
when Foreign Minister 
Zimmerman, 
working through Count von Bernstorff 
and the German minister in Mexico, 
attempted to unite Japan and Mexico 
in an alliance to make war on the 
United States. 


President Wilson's decision to call con- 
gress earlier than thè date first fixed 
for the extra session—April 16—was an- 
nounced e ^ l y today. 


Judgment of Cabinet. 


1'he president's mind finally was made 
up as the result of yesterday's cabinet 
meeting, at which practically unaniuious 
opinion was expressed that while prep- 
arations to put the nation in a fuU state 
of armed neutrality were going forward, 
congress—which alone has the war m a k - 
ing power—should Iks sunimoued. 
l'ho 
president deliberated 
on the 
question 
ufitil late last night and early today 
made his decision. 
He chose April 2 be- 
cause lie thouglit it would be impossible 
for all members of congress to reach 
Washington earlier. 
In liis adflress at 
the opening of the extra session the 
president will riccite the overt acts com* i 


mitted against the United States by 
Ciermany. 


Congress Favors DecUiration. 


The sentiment in congress is under- 
stood to be overwhelmingly in favor of 
a declaration that as a result of Ger- 
many's acts against the United States, a 
state of war already exists. 
The fore- 
most overt act which brought the presi- 
dent to his decision was the torpedoing 
without warning of the American mer- 
chantman Vigilancia with tlie loss of 
fifteen lives, some of them Americans. 


The president has not made up his 
program entirely for presentation 
to 
congress, but probably will also dis- 
cuss universal military training. 


The navy department is expected to 
call for privately owned yachts and 
large motor boats for service against 
submarines. 
Tentative contracts for 
such craft have already been 
nego- 
tiated In m a n y cases. 


Was Disposed to Wait. 


It is known that up to noon yester- 
day President Wilson told close ad- 
visers he still was of an open mind on 
the question of summoning 
congress 
immediately, but that he leaned to- 
ward awaiting the extra session called 
for April 16. 


At 
yesterday's 
cabinet 
meeting, 
ht)wever, several of the members went 
to the white house determined to urge 
strongly on the president an 
imme- 
diate extra 
session 
which 
they 
be- 
lieved was demanded by the country. 
Those cabinet members who have been 
classed as 
pacifist 
or 
with pacifist 
leanings, it was said, offered no ob- 
jections of weight and the president, 
without giving any indication of his 
decision, 
merely 
heard 
w h a t 
every 
m e m b e r of his official family had to 
say. 
W h e n the cabinet meeting was 
over some of the closest observei-s felt 
t h a t the extra session would be called 
sooner than April 16, but they had 
nothing definite on which to base it. 


State of War Has Existed. 


Officials and diplomats have epenly 
acknowledged that a state of war be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
has existed for some time, but 
that 
the situation became most pronounced 
last Sunday, 
when 
three American 
ships were destroyed by 
submarines 
in quick succession and some Ameri- 
cans were lost. 


Practically all the president's clos- 
est advisers at once made up 
their 
minds that Germany was actually con- 
ducting w a r against the United States 
and that the .situation must be met 
promptly. 
The principal 
arguments 
brought 
to bear again-st the 
United 
States taking a f u r t h e r step 
toward 
war were 
that 
practically all that 
could 
be done to protect 
American 
lives and shipping at sea had 
been 
done by the arming of m e r c h a n t ves- 
sels and that an acknowledged 
state 
of 
war 
between 
the 
two 
countries 
would give G e i m a n y an 
opportunity 
to carry her submarine w a r f a r e to this' 
side of the Atlantic. 


Reluctant to Enter W^ar. 


This latter was somewhat or sec- 
ondary consideration because the navy 
feels that it is prepared to meet that 
feature of the situation. 
It also was 
argued that having kept the country 
out of the war so far, the president 
would be reluctant to enter it now, 
wlien there are indications of devel- 
opments in Europe which of 
them- 
selves promise to hasten the end of 
the conflict. All these arguments were 
swept 
aside yesterday, 
however, 
at 
the cabinet meeting, which was de- 
scribed as the most unanimous ever 
known in the president's official f a m - 
ily. I t was decided that Germany's acts 
of 
aggression 
against 
the 
United 
States on the seas, her ruthless de- 
struction of American lives in contra- 
vention of all the principles of 
law 
and humanity had come to constitute , 
a state of war being made upon the 
United States and that there was noth- 
ing left to do but call congress to deal 
with the question. 


President 
Wilson 
when 
he 
asked 
congress for authority to a r m Ameri- 
can 
merchantmen 
declared 
that 
he 
was contemplating no step that would 
lead to war and that he was not con- 
templating 
war 
itself. 
Notliing, 
he 
said, but tlie warlike acts of "Another 
nation against the United States could 
bring the country into war. 
The pres- 
ident, 
the 
cabinet 
and 
all 
official 
Washington now believe that such a 
moment has come and that it has not 
been of this country's choosing.

of justice, 
opens with 
the 
affirmation: 
"We are resolved to wage 
with the utmost vigor and to a victor- 
ious end the cerrible war into which 
'we were drawn by inexcusable aggres- 
sion. 
We shall wage it not as our en- 
emies, in a spirit of conquest and dom- 
ination, but with the firm resolve to 
recover the provinces formerly wro-sted 
from

and obtain reparation and 
guarantees 
to 
prepare 
for 
durable 
peace, founded on respect for the rights 
and liberties of peoples." 


The declaration refers to the retire- 
ment of the Cicrmans on the French 
front, which, it says, "is without doubt 
a prelude to other battles in which the 
enemy will exhaust its last resource. 


"i^rance," the declaration continues, 
"feels that her confidence is acquiring 
new impulsion from these results of 
out unshakable firmness and the skill- 
ful strategic preparation of the com- 
manders of our armies."

Patriotic 
Demonstration. 


"Were this city under such question, Fort Wayne could be held to 
have fully pledged her patriotism Tuesday night. The public recep- 
tion to Fort Wayne companies that have just returned from border 
duty was made the event upon which turned a really impressive dis- 
play that fulfilled every expectation it encouraged as a "revival of 
l">atriotism," There wasiittle of Fort Wayne left within doors while 
the affair was in progress. No larger crowds have looked upon any 
pageant in this city than were packed along the streets 
through, 
which the military and civic bodies in long procession moved to the 
blare of bands and the roll of drums. And so on and so forth. Much 
might be witten of it all. 


The thing is that the people of Fort Wayne made a fine response 
to a high appeal. Tliey showed their colors and their spirit—just as 
lujder any circuinstanees they should and would. There was no rea- 
son to think they A\oiild do at all othenvise, though some had affected 
to believe so. Fort AVayne never lias been wanting in patriotism, nor 
is she now. Those ^vho sav,- the display of it in the reception to the 
young soldiers 
undersiand that well enough and everybody should 
understand it, appreciate it and ^vithout question accept it—as the 
natural thing about which there can be no two ways. Any other view 
of it is wrang and -without reason. The people here, in common with 
the people all over the country, are for peace, but not at any prite. 
.They have been keeping their temper and trusting to the government 
and doing little to make a critical situation worse or to render more 
distressing the prospect of international strife. 
If the people here 
have not been noi-sy in their expression of national spirit it has not 
been because they were destitute or bereft of such feeling. The spirit 
is here and all along has been. If it was in need of any "revival," 
Tuesday night's outpouring scarcely indicated it. 


It was a fine event, just the same, and everybody must be glad 
that it took place. It rendered proper tribute to the young soldiers of 
the border service, it brought out a fine display of the flag, which is 
specially good these days to look upon, and it got the people together 
in a purpose that is always wholesome and uplifting. 
NOAV that pa- 
triotism is "revived," let it be kept so. 


Russia and 
America. 


A dispatch from Petrograd a day or two since expressed belief 
that the revolution in Russia -would result in a closer drawing together 
of that nation and the United States, both in friendship and trade. 
Surely it ought to have such a result. So far as that may be, however, 
Russia and the United States long have been close friends. It -was 
something of ai?. anomaly that there should have been founded a tra- 
ditional friendship between two governments so unlike—one the most 
liberal and the other the most despotic on earth. It is true, neverthe- 
less. During the civil war the Russian government stood the fast 
friend of the government at Washington and-made a valuable moral 
display of it at a time when it meant something. 


Since the outbreak of the present great war which brought Rus- 
sia and Geririany into conflict, it has been pointed out that Russig, of- 
fered to this country one of the greatest prospective foreign markets. 
Already Russia has purchased heavily of materials to build and equip 
3'ailroads and gives promise of making further a pretty heavy drain 
on our resources in that respect. If the liberalized government of 
Russia, and the new political estate of the people shall prove stable, 
the material development of that mighty land, after the war, will be 
the world's astonishment. Any nation with which Russia may estab- 
lish highly favoring trade relations Avill be fortunate and this country- 
lias call to the field. It will be long, if ever the time again comes, 
when Russia will be Germany's customer as she was before the war. 
That trade should come to America and doubtless will. 


Aside from the consideration of trade, as also above it, is the fact 


that America should be glad to cultivate the closest relations with a 
people just emerging from an almost barbarous depotism. 
To them 
America is a vague ideal of liberty. They should be helped not only 
ill any way our good examples can be of use, but through more sym- 
]mthetic and even material means. The war's end Avill open to Amer- 
ica more than one broad and fertile field in that land whose two hun- 
dred millions of people suddenly find themselves emancipated from 
tyranny that during centuries ,had seemed hopeless.

Russia is nineteen 
years 
younger 
than Germany. 


It dates as a nation from 862 A. D. 
It was founded at Novgorod, one hun- 
dred miles south o£ Petrograd, by a 
Scandinavian named Rurik. 


But Russian history runs back into 
the days before Christ, wlien the great 
plains -were Inhabited by 
barbarians 
known to the ancient Greelis as Scyth- 
ians. 


Herodotus visited southern 
Russia 
in 450 B. C., and wrote a history of 
the Scythian tribes. 


He 
mentions 
the 
Hyperboreans, 
dwellers in tiie Arctic regions, f i o m 
whom, perhaps, the modern Eskimos 
and other polar peoples are descended. 


Early In the Christian era, 
Slavic 
tribes from the Elbe (Germany) 
and 
the Danube, moved into the Russian 
plains. 
These were centuries of un- 
ceasing conflict between tribes. 


Important centers 
of 
population. 


liowever, sprang up at Novgorod and 
Kiev. 


The geography of Russia was re- 
sponsible for these. 


Russia's great 
rivers spring 
f r o m 
a single region east and south of Pe- 
trograd. 


In early days these rivers were more 
or less connected by interlacing chains 
of lakes. 


In summer, tribesmen could go" by 
fiatboat to ?ill parts of the great plain. 
Boat routes .ojined the Baltic. White, 
Black and Caspian seas. 


In western Em-ope mountain ranges 
split the people 
into 
minor 
tribes 
which developed into the nations of 
Germany, France, Italy, Austria, Hun- 
gary, Spain, etc. 


Russia had no mountains in its in- 
terior, 
but 
was 
encircled 
by 
long 
ranges of mountains, which made it in 
effect a continent in itself. 


The Urals on the east, the Caucasus 
mountains on the south, the Carpathi- 
ans and the German ranges 
on 
the 
west, made the dwellers in the big ba- 
sin turn to each other for trading pur- 
poses. 


Within these mountains the tribes 
traveled by sledges in the winter, even 
as they traveled by boat in summer. 


So that the tribes of Rus.sia lived 
to themselves, having 
little 
dealing 
with the other tribes of Europe. 


Five belts having widely 
varying 
natural characteristics cross the coun- 
try from east to west. 


At the north, along the Arctic ocean, 
is the treeless tundra.

"The Calf Chilj" is an organizalion 
fornud 
by the Retail TVIrrcliants Asociation and backed 
by the bank.s of the city. 


This is the plan: 
Two 
hundred 
Ifolstein 
calves 
have 
been 
bought tliroughout the states of Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota and New York, all from graded stock 
and have been sent into Alton to be sold to 
any child •v\lio must be under age. 


It isn't every younsat-;i' who can boast of a 
bank account or even of an c.xchequer at his 
service, and, willing to grant him his whimsical 
desires, and so to sell the heifers outright to IJOO 
children would duubtlcs.s be an impossibility. 


The banks have taken up the mercenary end 
of the proposition and advanced the money to 
buy the heifers. 
Each child who subscribes for 
a pet gives his note, guaranteed by his father, 
and these notes are paid by the club to the 
banks, drawing 6 per cent interest until next 
autumn, when the calves are to be sold at 
auction, each child-owner of the young cows 
getting whatever profit his brings. 


A great excitement followed the 
announce- 
ment made by the Retail Merchants' Associa- 
tion that "200 calves weie for sale." 


The youngsters jumped about with 
delight 
at the idea of having "a darling little calfie for 
my very, very own." At school, the recess topic 
of converastion was: 


"Are you going to buy a calf?" 
"L am!" and the proud members of the Calf 
Club felt the exhilaration of being, not only the 
owner of a REAL calf, but the responsibility 
of owing notes, 'just like Dad! (p'raps).

Democracy began in England \rith the revolutions of the Croin- 
wells and the expulsion of t h e S t u a r t klngre. 
The seed spread to the 
English colonies in America, which became a limited 
democracy— 
the United States—in 1776. England in 183S and 1867 reformed its 
parliament so that the mother country became more democratic than 
the younger nation. 


The democratic ideal a f t e r t h e American 
rervolution 
reached 
France, resulting io bloody upheavals there. 
T h e mountaineers of 
Switzerland and the mountaineers a n d seamen of 
Scandinavia 
also 
established democracies which a r e today more popular than the more 
bureaucratic form to which F r a n c e returned. 


Democracy also spread to the self-governing 
British 
dominions 
of Canada. Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. 
So rapidly has 
the democratic theory spread in t h e British empire that t h e royal 
family is now a mere powerless figurehead, which 
holds 
sway over 
the social affairs of the "better families," but interferes not at all with 
the liberties of the masses. 


Russia's granting of a limited meaetire of popular government in 
1905 left Turkey t h e only absolute autocracy in Europe. 
Russia's latest 
step places it in the class with England, France and Italy. 
In Ger- 
m a n y and Austria-Hungary there i s a f o r m of popular 
government, 
which is more or less 
fictitious.

Yes—and Good Night to 
plutocracy. 


They are all bound together, they 
are all members of t h e same Old Beast, 
they were all Invented by the same 
devil, they all go down together a s 
men shake off the evil spell of i t 


If the time has come f o r the death 
throes of this sombre and poisonous 
monster, there is no end to t h e pros- 
pect of good that opens before the chil- 
drne of m e n — L I T E R A L L Y NO END. 


Always, whenever t h e torch of de- 
mocracy is lifted in one country it 
shines on all countries—it is always so.

Democracies do not m a k e war. The 
soul of democracy is utterly foreign to 
war. 
Monarchies mean w a r . democra- 
cies mean peace. 


Every throne is an incessant threat 
of war; every king exists behind a bul- 
wark of spears. 


With the passing of the threat of war 
that always goes with monarchy there 
can be universal disarmament—in fact, 
and not in theory. 


With the dropping of tbe sword the 
mind of man will turn to higher things, 
the spirit of man will have a new birth, 
life will only just begin upon the earth. 


For fear should then begin to cease to 
be the chief influence in human affairs. 
With Europe democratic and unarmed, 
what would there be to fear ? 


Democracies fear autocracies; they do 
not fear themselves. 


Suspicion, distrust and hatred will be- 
gin to fade upc«i the heels of the grisly 
.shape of fear. 
Por these, too, democ- 
racy has no place. 
Democracy is based 
upon the essential goodness of the hu- 
man heart. 
Democracy is faith, good 
will, tolerance and friendship. 
Race- 
liatred*can never long survive where 
there is absolute democracy. 


No, there is no end to the possibilities 
now at hand. 
Already we have seen in 
the emancipation of Russia the greatest 
day for mankind since the fall of the 
Bastile. 
Let this thing spread and we 
shall flee a far g ^ t e r day than that. 


For consider: if (Germany revolts and 
applies to the Hohenzollerns the .wise 
and well-considered treatment the Rus- 
sians have used upon the almost equally 
detestable Romanoffs—that will end the 
war. 


Nobody wants to make war on the 
German people; nobody would make, war 
upon them. Bebom into the Gennaa re-' 


)iibJic, with an end to the power of the 
ioprared, degenerate and half-mad fam- 
ily that ha^ plunged the world into a sea 
oi" blood and tears, the German people 
would bo welcomed with loud applause 
into the federation of democracies that 
is to be. 


Such an end to the war, after all these 
snfTcrings and sacrifices, would see a re- 
action against force and a spiritual up- 
rising alone able to carry ue far upon 
the forward way. 


With the recognition of tlie great truth 
that there is no wisdom but' collective 
wisdom, and no welfare but collective 
welfare, 
men will 
undoubtedly insist 
upon systems of business that will not 
produce gigantic fortiinc.s on one hand 
and widespread poverty on the other. 
. With the enfranchisement of women 
in Russia women will have to bo enfran- 
chised all around the world. 
Even in 
darkest America w.i re can be no trog- 
lodytes with the hardihood to prevent it. 
J he old jungle notion oi the inferiority 
of women will receive its death blow; 
woman will begin to take her due place 
in the affairs i.. 
world. 


With 
the addition 
of the 
greater 
spirituality of woman's influence, gov- 
ernment will advance 
marvelously in 
civilization and decency. 


'I'he universal suffrage 
for men and 
women will xorce universal education; 
universal education will liit the world's 
mind. 


All this wonderful and almost be- 
wildering possibility of good dawns upon 
us in a moment. 
Down on your knees, 
democrats, and give thanks that you 
have lived to see it. 


And in all this has liio United States 
the mother of republics, nothing to do? 


Yes—it has much to do. 
To see that the inevitable back fire 
that dying autocracy will light gets no 
help from us. To see that all our ex- 
pression of sympathy and interest are 
on the side of the democrats abroad. 
To see that the miserable old cave dwell- 
ers that still crawl and mntter around 
our own shrines get no chance to int6r- 
fere with the prompt recognition by this 
government of the new-bom republic of 
Russia, latest child of the faith first 
formulated on American soil and conse- 
crated by American blood.

PRESIDENTS PROCLAMATION 


Washington, March 21.—President Wilson's 


proclamation calling congress to meet April 2, is as 
follows: 


"Whereas, public-interests require tha't"the con- 


gress of the United States should be convened in ex- 
tra session at 12 o'clock noon, on the second day of 
April, 1917, to receive a communication concerning 
grave matters of national policy which should be 
taken immediately under consideration; 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, president 


of the United States of America, do hereby proclaim 
and declare that an extraordinary occasion requires 
the congress of the United States to convene in ex- 
tra session at the capitol in the city of Washington, 
on the second day of April, 1917, at 12 o'clock noon, 
of which all persons who shall at that time be entitled 
to act as members thereof, arc hereby required to 
take notice. 


"Given under my hand and the seal of the 


United States of America, the 21st day of March, in 
the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred 
and seventeen, and of the indcpcndeuce of the United 
States, the one hundred and forty-first."

will take further steps to protect its 
interests on the high seas and else- 
where against the warlike acts of Ger- 
many and whether an actual state of 
war will come to exist in its full sense 
will depend on the future acts of the 
imperial government.

The men who consecrat- 
ed their lives to the integrity of tho 
United States, and marched out to 
protect the flag, have proven to Amer- 
icans and to the world that while we 
as a nation are not for war and not 
for pillage and carnage, yet we do in- 
sist upon the respect not only of Mex- 
ico, but of every other nation on tho 
face of the earth. And not for one 
moment will we permit any nation to 
dishonor the Stars and Stripes, and 
not resent it. and if need be pour mil- 
lions of men into battle to protect her. 
Our fault Is and lias been that we have 
not been in position to teach obedlenco 
ns a nation as wo should have done. 
To Inculcate the finest principles of 
citizenship, what better method is 
there than universal military train- 
ing. 


"May the patriotism that has been 


demonstrated hero during tho past 
two days and particularly tonight be 
carried on from day to day and from 
year to year, as America enters into 
her larger heritage at homo and be- 
yond tho seas. 
And as she assumes 


her new task of teaching tho world 
tho secrecy of our democracy, may 
there not be a disloyal citizen within 
her borders."

Cabinet Strong for Action. 


The cabinet which urged the move 


upon the president at yesterday's ses- 
sion is described by its members as 
having been more thoroughly united 
than It has been on any other ques- 
tion that has come before it. 


The nation now actually comes to 


the point which all the history of cen* 
turies indicated must necessarily fol- 
low the severance of diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany, Fezruary 3. 


When the president on that day 


handed to Count von Bernstorff his 
passports and notified congress that 
he had severed diplomatic relations 
together with the Imperial German 
government, the 
United States was 


placed in a position where all tho 
precedent of centuries was pressing it 
toward wa r. 


Only Alternative Improbable. 


All official Washington openly ac- 


knowledged that 
nothing less than 


Germany's abandonment of her newly 
announced campaign 
of submarine 


ruthlessness could prevent it and no 
one here 
supposed that 
Germany 


would change her determination. 


All the allied nations openly gave 


indications of their belief that the Uni- 
ted States soon would be involved in 
the war and that possibility was re- 
cognized in Germany before the new 
submarine campaign was announced 
when Foreign Minister Zimmerman, 
working through Count von Bernstorff 
and the German minister in Mexico, 
attempted to unite Japan and Mexico 
in an alliance to make war on the 
United States. 


President Wilson's decision to call con- 


gross earlier than the date first fixed 
for the extra session—April ]6—wns an- 
nounced early today. 


Judgment ot Cabinet. 


The president's mind finally wfts made 


tip as the result of yesterday's cabinet 
meeting, at which practically unanimous 
opinion was expressed that while prep- 
arations to put the nation in a full state 
nf armed neutrality were going forward, 
congress—which alone hns'lhc war mak- 
ing power—should lie summoned. 
The 


president deliberated 
on the 
question 


until late last night and enrly today 
made his decision. He chose. April 2 be- 
cause he thought it would be impossible 
for all member* of congress to reach 
Washington enrlier. 
In his address at 


I lie opening of the o.vtra session the 
president will recite the overt acts com- 


luittcd against the United States by 
Germany. 


Congress Favors Declaration. ' 


The sentinient in congress is under- 


stood to be overwhehningly in favor of 
a declaration that as a result of Ger- 
many's acts against the United States, a 
state of war already exists. The fore- 
jinost overt act which brought the presi- 
dent to his decision was the torpedoing 
without warning of the American mer- 
chantman Vigiliincia with the loss of 
fifteen lives, sonic of them Americans. 


The president has not made up his 


program entirely for presentation to 
congress, but probably will also dis- 
cuss universal military, training. 


The navy department is expected to 


call for privately owned yachts and 
large motor boats for service against 
submarines. 
Tentative contracts for 


such craft have already been nego- 
tiated in many cases. 


Wns Disposed to Walt. 


It is known that up to noon yester- 


day President Wilson told close ad- 
visers he still was of an open mind on 
the question of summoning congress 
mmediately, but that he leaned to- 
ward awaiting the extra sessjon called 
for April 16. 


At yesterday's 
cabinet 
meeting, 


however, several of the members went 
to the white house determined to urge 
strongly on the president an imme- 
diate extra session which they be- 
ieved was demanded by the country. 
Those cabinet members who have been 
classed as pacifist or with pacifist 
.eanings, it was said, offered no ob- 
jections of weight and the president, 
without giving any indication of his 
decision, merely heard what every 
member of his official family had to 
say. 
When the cabinet meeting was 


over some of the closest observers felt 
that the extra session would be called 
sooner than April 16, but they had 
nothing definite on which to base it- 


State of War Hns Existed. 


Officials tind diplomats have epcnly 


acknowledged that a. state of war be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
has existed for some time, but that 
the situation became most pronounced 
ast Sunday, when three American 
ships were destroyed by submarines 
n quick succession and some Ameri- 
cans were lost. 


Practically all the president's clos- 


est advisers at once made up their 
minds that Germany was actually con- 
ducting war against the United States 
and that the situation must be met 
iromptly. 
The principal arguments 


jrought to bear against the United 
States taking.a further step toward 
war were 
that 
practically all that 


could bo done to protect American 
ives and shipping at sea had been 
done by the arming of merchant ves-. 
sels and that an acknowledged state 
of war between the two countries 
would give Germany an opportunity 
to carry her submarine warfare to this 
side of the Atlantic. 


Reluctant to Kntcr War, 


This latter was somewhat ot sec- 


ondary consideration because the navy 
Feels that it is prepared to meet that 
feature of the situation. It also was 
argued that having kept the country 
out of tho war so far, tho president 
would be reluctant to enter it now, 
when there are indications of devel- 
opments in Europe which of them- 
selves promise to hasten tho end of 
the conflict. All these arguments were 
swept aside yesterday, however, at 
the cabinet meeting, which was de- 
scribed as the most unanimous ever 
known in the president's official fam- 
ily. It was decided that Germany's acts 
of 
aggression 
against 
tho 
United 


States on the seas,- her ruthless de- 
struction of American lives in contra- 
vention of all tho principles of law 
and humanity had come to constitute 
n. state of war being made upon tho 
United States and that there wns noth- 
ing left to do but call congress to deal 
with the question. 


President Wilson when he asked 


congress for authority to arm Ameri- 
can merchantmen declared that he 
was contemplating no step that would 
lead to war and that he wns not con- 
templating war itself. 
Nothing, ho 


said, but the warlike acts of another 
nation against the United States could 
bring the country into war. Tho pres- 
ident, tho cabinet and all 
official 


Washington now believe that such a 
moment hns come and that it has not 
been of this country's choosing. 


troops lias been steadily growing 
in severity with conflicting reports 
as to Its results.

Congress will be asked to make a declaration that a state of war 


•exists between the United States and the German empire and to au- 
thorize the president to take all necessary means for the national de- 
fense. 


Of course this can have no meaning hut war. It is not to be doubt- 


fed that Germany will persist in her submarine policy that has brought 
matters to this sorry pass that all had hoped — none more so than the 
president — might be escaped. 


In this solemn emergency Americans can aud will have no course 


but to support the government in all ways. 


Patriotic Demonstration. 


Were this city under such question, Fort Wayne could be held to 


have fully pledged her patriotism Tuesday night. The public recep- 
tion to Fort Wayne companies that have just returned from border 
duty was made the event upon which turned n really impressive dis- 
play that fulfilled every expectation it encouraged as a "revival of 
patriotism." There was little of Fort Wayne left within doors while 
the affair was in progress. No larger crowds have looked upon any 
pageant in this city than were packed along the streets through 
which the military and civic bodies in long procession moved to the 
blare of bands and the roll of drums. And so on and so forth. Much 
might be written of it all. 


The thing is that the people of Fort Wayne made a fine response 


to a high appeal. They showed their colors and their spirit—just as 
under any circumstances they should and would. There was no rea- 
son to think they would do at all otherwise, though some had affected 
to believe so. Fort Wayne never has been wanting in patriotism, nor 
is she now. Those who saw the display of it in the reception to the 
young soldiers will understand that well enough and everybody should 
understand it, appreciate it and without question accept it—as the 
natural thing about which there can, be no two ways. Any other view 
of it is wrong and without reason. The people here, in common with 
the people all over the country, are for peace, but not "at any price. 
They have been keeping their temper and trusting to the government 
and doing little to make a critical situation worse or to render more 
distressing the prospect of international strife. If the people here 
have not been noisy in their expression of national spirit it has not 
been because they were destitute or bereft of such feeling. The spirit 
is here and all along has been. If it was in need of any "revival," 
Tuesday night's outpouring scarcely indicated it. 


It was a fine event, just the same, and everybody must be glad 


that it took place. It rendered proper tribute to the young soldiers of 
the border service, it brought out a fine display of the flag, which is 
specially good these days to look upon, and it got the people together 
in a purpose that is always wholesome and uplifting. Now that pa- 
triotism is "revived," let it be kept so. 


Russia and America. 


A dispatch from Petrograd a day or two since expressed belief 


that tho revolution in Eussia would result in a closer drawing together 
of that nation and the United States, both in friendship and trade. 
Surely it ought to have such a result. So far as that may be, however, 
Bussia and the United States long have been close friends. It was 
something of an anomaly that there shcrald have been founded a tra- 
ditional friendship between two governments so unlike—one the most 
liberal and the other the most despotic on earth. It is true, neverthe- 
less. During the civil war the Eussian government stood the fast 
friend of the government at Washington and made a valuable moral 
display of it at a time when it meant something. 


Since the outbreak of the present great war which brought Rus- 


sia and Germany into conflict, it has been pointed out that Russia of- 
fered to this country one of the greatest prospective foreign markets. 
.Already Bussia has purchased heavily of materials to build and equip 
railroads and gives promise of making further a pretty heavy drain 
on our resources in that respect. If the liberalized government of 
Eussia, and the new political estate of the people shall prove stable, 
the material development of that mighty land, after the war, will be 
the world's astonishment. Any nation with which Eussia may estab- 
lish highly favoring trade relations will be fortunate and this country 
has call to the field. It will he long, if ever the time again comes, 
when Eussia will be Germany's customer as she was before the war. 
That trade should come to America and doubtless will. 


Aside from the consideration of trade, as also above it, is the fact

that America should be glad to cultivate the closest relations with n 
people just emerging from an almost barbarous depotism. To them 
America is a vague ideal of liberty. They should be helped not only 
in any -wa.y our good examples can be of use, but through more sym- 
pathetic and even material means. The war's end will open to Amer- 
ica more than one broad and fertile field in that land whose two hun- 
dred millions o£ people suddenly find themselves emancipated from 
tyranny that daring centuries had seemed hopeless.

Russia Is nineteen years younger • 


than Germany.

It dates as a nation from 852 A. D. 


It was founded at Novgorod, one hun- 
dred miles south of Petrograd, by a 
Scandinavian named Rurik. 


But Russian history runs back into 


the days before Christ, when the great 
plains were inhabited by barbarians 
known to the ancient Greeks as Scyth- 
ians. 


Herodotus visited southern Russia 


in 450 B. C., and wrote a history of 
the Scythian tribes. 


He mentions ths 
Hyperboreans, 


dwellers in tho Arctic regions, from 
whom, perhaps,, the modern Eskimos 
and other polar peoples are descended. 


Early In the Christian era, Slavic 


tribes from the Elbe (Germany) and 
the Danube, moved into the Russian 
plains. These were centuries of un- 
ceasing conflict between tribes. * 


Important centers 
of 
population. 


however, sprang up at Novgorod and 
Kiev. 


The geography ot Russia was re- 


sponsible for these. 


Russia's great rivers spring from 


a single region oast and south of Pe- 
trograd. 


In early days these rivers wore more 


or less connected by interlacing chains 
o" lakes. 


In summer, tribesmen could go by 


flathoat to all parts of tho great plain. 
Boat routes ojlned tho Baltic, White, 
Black and Caspian seas. 


In western Europe mountain ranges 


split the people 
into 
minor tribes 


which developed into the nations of 
Germany, France, Italy, Austria, Hun- 
gary, Spain, etc. 


Russia had no mountains in its in- 


terior, but was encircled by long 
ranges ot mountains, which made It in 
effect a continent in itself. 


The Urals on the cast, the Caucasus 


mountains on the south, the Carpathi- 
ans and the German ranges on tho 
west, made the dwellers in the big ba- 
sin turn to each other for trading pur- 
poses. 


Within these mountains the tribes 


traveled by sledges in the winter, even 
as they traveled by boat in summer. 


So that the tribes of Russia lived 


to themselves, having little dealing 
with the other tribes of Europe. 


Five belts having widely varying 


natural characteristics cross the coun- 
try from east to west. 


At tho north, along the Arctic ocean, 


is tho treeless tundra.

THE RISE OF DEMOCRACY Df THE WORLD* 


Democracy began In England with the revolutions of the Crom- 


wells and the expulsion ot the Stuart kings. The seed spread to the 
English colonies in America, which became a limited democracy— 
the United States—In 177B. 
England in 1832 and 1S67 reformed its 


parliament so that the mother country became more democratic than 
the younger nation. 


The democratic ideal after th« American revolution reached 


France, resulting in bloody upheavals there. 
The mountaineers of 


Switzerland and the mountaineers and seamen of Scandinavia also 
established democracies which are today more popular than the more 
bureaucratic form to which France returned. 


Democracy also spread to the self-governing British dominions 


of Canada. Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. . So rapidly has 
the democratic theory spread In the British empire that the royal 
family IB now a mere powerless figurehead, which holds sway over 
the social affairs of the "better families," but Interferes not at all with 
the liberties of the masses. 


Russia's granting of a limited measure of popular government In 


190S left Turkey the only absolute autocracy in Europe. Russia's latest 
step places It in the class with England, France and Italy. 
In Ger- 


many and Austria-Hungary there is a form of popular government, 
which is more or loss fictitious.

Tait had assaulted him. Tail's first 
shot killed the Rolph boy. 


The police squad rushed to the 


house but was driven off. Chief Mac- 
Lennan having fallen just inside the 
door. 


Two hours later, when the police 


effected 
entrance 
MacLennan 
was 


found dead, his head shattered by 
bullets. 
The negro also was dead, 


whether from the attacker's bullets or 
from a self-inflicted wound could not 
be ascertained. 
Two policemen suf- 


fered wounds about the head. Tait 
was armed with a shotgun and auto- 
matic pistol. 
Tail's wife was found In the house 


uninjured and taken into custody. She 
is held on a charge of murder.-
